Canada-U.6: 
Fit Defence 


OTTAWA, Jan. 10.—(CP)—The 
Nerth Atlantic Treaty is bringing 
the chiefs of staff of Canada and 
the United States together to fit) 
strategic plans for North American | 
defence into the broader picture of | 
the defence of what amounts to 
western civilization. 

The move represents a new 
chapter rather than a new book. 

The chiefs’ meeting at Washing- | 
ton a week from tomorrow is the 
inaugural meeting of the US-| 
Canada regional planning group,| 
one of five in the pact organization, 
but it serves to underline two fac- 
tors in co-operation between the 
North American neighbors 

1. Their group will have the ad- 
vantage of years of discussions that 
already have brought into being 
detailed, long-range strategic plans 
for continental defence. Those past 
discussions did not involve the 
chiefs directly but senior officers 
they delegated. 

MAP LARGER PLAN 

2. The chiefs now enter the pic- 
ture directly to fit the existing 
plans, largely geared to a contin- 
ental context, into the larger pic- 
ture. What changes that will re- 
quire, if any, of a substantial char- 
acter, remains to be seen 

The joint permanent defence 
board, founded in wartime 1940 as 
the pioneer body in continental 
military co-operation, will continue 
its work, which has become less 
concerned with strategic planning 
than with meeting problems that 
arise out of present co-operation 

Thus the new development indi- 
cates the more or less multiple 
character of the co-operation that 
has been going on quietly between 
Ottawa and Washington for years. 
The board, as a recent example, 
takes on jobs such as Canada’s 
claims that U.S, troops should have 
less civilian rights at Newfound- 
land military bases

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Grave laxity in the motor car licencing 

system of Alberta was disclosed recently 
by J. T. Kallal, president of the Used Car 
Dealers’ Association, who described this 
oose and unsatisfactory system as an “‘in- 
vitation to criminels.” 

These are the circumstances Mr. Kallal 
condemns : 

1. The motor vehicles branch does not 
check the owner's name or any of the de- 
tails given for the licenced car. Not even 
the serial number is checked. 

2. No proof of ownership, such as a bill 
of sale, is required of the licencee. 

8. Twenty-five per cent of the cars in 
Alberta do not even carry the original 
licences issued them. 

Now all this indicates a serious state 
of affairs particularly since recent events 
have revealed the existence of gigantic

stolen car rings operating throughout 
Canada, 

With the circumstances as they are in 
Alberta, this province would provide a 
real field day for stolen car operators if 
they chose to move in in a big way. 

One would have thought, therefore, 
that Mr. Kallal's protest against this laxity 
would have elicited some co-operative 
statement from the provincial department 
in charge of motor licences. 

But R. C. Arthurs, deputy provincial 
secretary, merely remarked: 

“I am not entering into any contro- 
versy with Mr. Kallal or anyone else. Some 
provinces have a title of ownership law. 
Alberta does not.” 

This caustic and cynical reply does not 
promise much for Alberta in the way of 
amendment to its antiquated and danger- 
ous licence system, 


They Should Call Out the Streets 


In deciding to ask council to instruct 
bus and street car drivers to call out the 
names of streets and avenues, the Edmon- 
ton Property Owners’ Association has 
put into words what a large number of 
Edmonton people have been thinking for 
some time. 

Visitors to the city are completely help- 
less when they have no way of knowing 
where they are on a bus or tram. 

Even old-time residents sometimes be- 
come confused in familiar areas after 


nightfall particularly when bus windows 
are clouded with frost. 

Edmonton is one of the few places of 
size in the world where public transpor- 
tation drivers do not call out the names 
of streets and avenues, 

Their failure to do so provokes much 
unfavorable comment among tourists and 
visitors. 

The suggestion from the Association is 
a@ good one and council would confer a 
facor on Edmontonians and their guests 
by acting on it. 


Mercy Death and the United Nations 


Certain sentimentalist “progressive 
groups in the United States are planning 
to ask the United Nations to include in 
the declaration of human rights a clause 
favoring “mercy death” for sick people at 
the hands of physicians. 

This means that these groups are 
going to urge the organization set up to 
preserve civilization to become an agent 
of civilization’s destruction. 

The sanctity of human life within the 
exclusive giving of God and within His ex- 
clusive right to withdraw it is one of 


the primary bases of civilized society. 

Without full recognition of that sanc- 
tity and that right, the laws against 
suicide and murder become meaningless. 
Cheapen human life and you begin to 
tear down the whole civilized structure. 

This movement towards euthanasia, 
designed to lessen human suffering and to 
establish the sole purppse of life as happi- 
ness, is only another aspect of that hu- 
manism which is the peculiar paganism of 
this age. Only the shallow and irreligious 
will endorse it. 


Nothing to Get Excited About 


A monstrous howl of protest is begin- 
ning to go up over the shelling of the 
United States freighter Flying Arrow by 
- Chinese Nationalist warship off Shang- 

ai. 

Already the charge is beginning to fly 
about that this is Chiang Kai-Shek’s 
answer to the American refusal to help 
him defend Formosa. 

This, of course, is a ridiculous attitude 
because the Nationalists are merely in- 
voking the well-known law of blockade 
and the United States freighter obviously 
knew very well the risk it ran. 

According to international law, a bel- 
ligerent power may declare a state of 
blockade with respect to an enemy port. 


‘ODDS AND ENDS 


If the belligerent power is able to make 
that blockade effective, that is to say, if 
it is able to keep ships away from the 
blockaded port, the blockade is legal. 

It becomes illegal the moment it is in- 
effective. 

There is civil war in China as there was 
civil war in the United States during the 
past century. Both sides in the American 
civil war invoked the law of blockade. The 
Chinese have exactly the same right. 

And so far as Flying Arrow is con- 
cerned, the Nationalist blockade of Shang- 
hai was clearly effective. Therefore it is 
legal. 
Therefore there is nothing at all to 
get excited about.

Labor leaders across Canada 
seem determined to make Social 
Security the chief plank in the 
1950 policy. It has ‘been pointed 
out that the demands for pen- 
sions and other social security 
benefits which were made last 
year were the beginning of a 
new series of union drives. 

Our federal and provincial 
governments would do well to 
consider that carefully. In fact, 
every citizen should consider this 
development because it is a pro- 
posal that is deceptive in its ex- 
tent. 

Whether the goal is pensions of 
$100 per month or half or double 
that sum makes little difference. 
‘What toes make the difference is 
that the unions want this provid- 
ed by the employer without any 
wage (leduction and the cost is 
considerable. 

If the unions can force their 
idea at this time even to the 
point where their members 
secure such pensions it will eimp- 
ly mean that the cost, running 
into millions, will be collected 
from the Canadian consumers. 

But since consumers include 
everyone, it will mean that the 
general public will be paying for 
pensions and other social secur- 
ity benefits which would be pro- 
vided for a small proportion of 
the citizens. 


Everyone Pays 
For the Pensions 

This means that the union pol- 
icy, if carried out, would provide 
a few hundred thousand workers 
with social security at the ex- 
pense of everyone. 

Why should farmers have to 
contribute, through increased 
prices, to pensions for certain 
groups of workers when they 
have no pensions themselves? 

Why should civil servants, who 
already contribute to their own 
pensions, be required to contri- 
bute to these industrial pensions 
when the workers in the indus- 
tries contribute nothing. 

Why should a merchant, or a 
clerk, or any other citizen be 
forced to contribute to a pen- 
sion fund for some other group, 
when he receives no benefit?

Formosa Defence 


No U.S. Business 


WASHINGTON—The heated de- 
bate which has broken out here 
regarding the role which the 
United States should play in the 
defence of Formosa is belated, to 
say the least. 

Even before the fall of Nan- 
king, last April, It was no secret 
that Chiang Kai-shek was build- 
ing up Formosa as a place of 
refuge for himself and the 
Chinese Nationalist government 
in the event that the Communists 
overran the mainland.

Thus it is not a matter of eri- 
ticizing the unions for going af- 
ter pensions, but, instead, it ts a 
matter of rousing ourselves to 
what is going on. 

By sitting back, an injustice is 
going to be worked upon all 
groups who do not receive bene- 
fits. We could, in theory, pro- 
hibit any group from obtaining a 
pension, but that is neither wise 
nor possible. 

The only reasonable solution 
for assuring justice to everyone 
is to provide a means by which 
everyone can receive these bene- 
fits, and the sooner the provin- 
ces and the Dominion recognize 
the situation and settle the con- 
stitutional obstacles, the better 
it will be for all.

They might like nothing better 
than to have us waste our sub- 
stance in the defence of a For- 
mosa they may be quite willing 
to bypass. Our action there 
could be worth a great deal to 
them in terms of propaganda. It 
is doubtful whether even the 
anti-Communist elements on the 
mainland, and they are far from 
inconsiderable, would be pleased 
by our intervention 


It is significant, in this con- 
nection that while the National- 
ists still were fighting on the 


mainland, a report that the Chi- 
nese government had offered to 
grant naval and air bases to the 
United States was denied prompt 
ly and vigorously by the Chinese 
embassy in Washington, 

Indeed, the American oceupa- 
tion of Formosa in any form 
would enable the Chinese Com- 
Munists to pose as the cham- 
pions of China's territorial integ 
rity, exponents of Chinese nation- 
alism, make the people forget 
their abject subservience to the 
Kremlin and its ideology. 

It is hardly in this country's 
interest to have that happen,

GOV’T LAWYER FACES Bacon Sale To U.S. 
Is Likely This Week 


OTTAWA, Jan. 10—(CP)—With the United Kingdom, 
market declining, Canada has decided to allow her pork 
producers to ship bacon to the United States for the first 


time in a decade. 
The industry likely will be told 
within a day or two that export 


permits will be made available for | to 


shipment of surpius smoked or cur- 
ed pork to the U.S. This includes 
bacon. 

The permits, to be made ayail- 
able through fhe trade depar-ment, 
will not cover shipments of fresh 
pork, or whole pigs either in live 
or dressed form. 

This change in policy—to reopen 
the U.S. market for Canadian bacon 
—follows*the recent announcement 
that the U.K. will buy on 
000 pounds of top-quality bacon 
from Canada this year at a reduc- 
ed price of 29 cents a pound

SYDNEY, Australia.—(CP)—A 
husband-and-wife tearm of anthro- 
pologists, Mr. and Mrs, Ronald 
Berndt, “went native” for 18 
months among the primitive tribes 
of Arnhem Land, in Australia’s 
tropical north. | 

They lived on native food—tish, 
small game, yams and emu eggs 
Their shelters were the bark huts 


jor “humpies” of the Arnhem Land 
| aborigines. 


But they brought back with them 
a collection of native carvings ana 
a fund of aboriginal lore that have 
been ranked among the most re- 
markable anthropological finds of 
the century. 

The. carvings, which include 
statues, are the only carved human 
figures “in the round” to be 
brought out of Arnhem Land 
which is more than 2,000 miles 
northwest of the Berndt home in 
Sydney, They were presented by 
the natives as tokens of trust and 
friendship. The Berndts returned 
gifts of flour, tea and sugar. 

Husband and wife also travelled 
from one native camp to another 
studying various tribal languages, 
ceremonies and rel gious customs, 

Catherine Berndt is shy and 
modest. She dislikes city life and 
is looking forward to the next ex- 
pedition which she and her hus- 
band plan to make early this year,
